A CARDINALATE, : 

In viow of the Pope's aelection of Arch- 
bishop Gibbona of Baltimore, as a mewher 
of the College of Cardinals, the following 
facta about the cardinalate will ha found in- 
teresting :—-The Gollee of Cardinals is the 
Sannto and Sovereiga’ Councit of the Pope in 
the Government and administration of. tho 
affairs of the Catholic Obatch in Rome and 
throughout the world, and is composed of a 
number of distinguished ecelesiastics. The 
office avd dignity of member of this ‘bady is 
termed the Cardinalite, A Cardinal éannot, 
unlegs inverted with te episcopal cha: 
perform any uct that deponds for ite vali 
upon auch a character, nor can ho lawfully 
invade the jurisdiction ofa Bishop: butnpart 
from thie his rank in the church ia always 
everywhere und ‘under all circumstances, 
superior to that. of any Bishop, Archbishup, 
Metropolitan, Primate.or Patriarch, 

Although all Cardinals sre equal amoi 
themselves {ithe principal things, yet in 
many points of costume, privilege, locil of- 
fice and rank, there are distinctions, of dif- 
ferences established by Jaw—or-custom, the 
most important of which follow from tho 
divisions of the Ourdioals into three grades, 
namely, of bishops, priests, and deacons, 
The membership of the Sacred College is 
limited to’ the maximum of seventy. The | 

i complete, In‘oldon times 

Cardinal atnietty obliged ter verte reat 
the Pope, Tho greatest act that a Oardinat 
can perform is to twke payy in the papal 
election.. When a‘Cardinal is living along 
diatance from Rome, the election hag beer 
known'to ovear hefore he has time toreach 
the city. : 

‘The colour of a Cardinal's dress is red, une 
less he bolonge to a religious order, in which 
case he retains that of bis babit, but uses 
the same shnpe of dresy as the othors. The 
red bat and ‘the beretta Or red’ cap ara the 
wost widely-known distinetions-of the or- 
der, . A good anecdote ia told in connection 
with the red cap. Pope Gregory XVI, wag 
n great admirer of a certain Abbot, in Rome, 
whose habit was white, and rumour ran that 
he would, certainly be made a Cardinal. 
Some time before the next. consistory the 
Pope, with considerable retinue, want to visit 
the monastery of the learned monk, Wheu 
trays of dalicious pyramidal ice creams were 
brought in as refreshment, tha Pope delibe. 
rately took one of the white ones and handed 
it to the Abbot, and thon took red one for 
Nimaelf. No one, of course, began eating 
until Gregory ‘sad tasted first, nnd while al! 
eyes wera on uim he tovk the top off his own 
iced cream and put it on the Abbot's, saying 
with asmile, as be locked around bim;—" How 
well, gentlemen, the red caps the whito,”- 


The Abbot was so elated at the subtle sug. 
geation tha( ha bought a Cardinals’s outfit 
at once. When the newa of tha Abbot's 
ptecipitancy reached tha Pope be was so dis- 
pleased that he scratched the Abbot's name 
from the list. 

One of the ornaments of Curdinal is a gold 
ring set with a sapphire aud engraved on the 
mete] surface of tho inside with the arms of | 
ibe Popo who bas created him. “The Pope | 
himself places it uponsthe Ourdital’s finger. 
The actual value-of this ring is-only $25, but 
for many centuries the newly-elected Qar- 
dinal bas been expected to give a. large sur 
of money for sowe pious purpose. For a 
long-time the sum was. larger than at 
present, and was paid in gald,. but in con. 
sideration of the general distress in the early 
part of tlite comtury the smouit was reduced | 
to about-$750,° Lhe last:Cardinal whe gavo- 
the-full sutx before the reduction’ was Dolla 
Somalgia, in 1705, . 

Tho Roman ceremonial shows the singu- 
lar importance of the Oardinalate by the dis- 
position ordored tobe wade of its members 
even after death. It is prescribed that when 
life has departed a veil shall be.thrown.over:| 
the ‘face, and that the body, dressed in 
ehasuble, if Bighop or- priest, aball lia in 
state. Tho bat used in bis creation must 
be deposited at bia feot, and after bis fune. 
tal ba suspended over his tom). His hody 
must be laid'in a cypress-wood coffin in the 
prasence of w notary and his official family, 
‘a. wember of which Jaya at bis feet a little 
case containing. a scroll of parchment, on 
which bay been written a brief account of 
the more jgiportant eventsof biclife, Thea 
the first offin is inclosed in another of lead, 
and the two togother in @ third one of sume 
kind of bard wood, each coffiu having bean 
sealed with the. seals, of thedead Ordinal 
and of the living notary. Before the oc- 
cupation of Rume by the Ltalian Govern. 
ment the -obsequies were very solemn. and 
impressive.

‘ly. though not so fast as Japan?"That country 
has gone too fast, and has saddled horself with a 
debt too grent. to bear, Chinn is advancing 
slowly, but surely, but she is not yot givon a fall 
voice'in matters which intorcat hor politioally. 
In tho Inte, French trouble shoe was given two 
chances, to vither give up Annam or. becoma 
a victim to Froneh rapine and turder. She 
hes given up Auuam, but'not willingly, The 
Dvasted dulk of international rights is all bosh. 
Might is right, and China bas sufferod. If all 
Enropoan notions would act up to’ their pro- 
fossions of right they would find that China 
would moot them ina friondly spirit. England 
has not dono this. Individually I admire the 
English, but as a nation they aro to blame for 
tmnch of Chine’s misery. England has enforeod 
opinm npoa us, snd she enforced it with bayonets 
and cannon. Opinm’is the curse of China, We 
seo men daily who have fallen from, high posi: 
tions, What bas been tho cause. Opium; sud 
thiy carsed drag has been foisted on us by Chris- 
tian England. ‘Chere are those in Englaud who 
have striven to stop the opium traffic, but the 
Sroretary of State for Indis tells them to either 
pay the ravenue af India, or parmit opium to be 
sold to the Chineso. Some think that we are 
atriving to keep out foreign opium, so that the 
native product can be sold. No, the native. pro- 
adnot will bo stopped whon tho import of the for- 
sign drag isabaudoned. This question of opiam 
has cansad much trouble, and commissions have 
deen formed to grapple with it. A commission 
has recently met at Hongkong. but they had ar-

Bofore thoy had snocecded in obtainiug payment 
of the whole, the Memorialist recaived a dodpatch 
from the Board of Ravenna to the affect that as 
the case of the ox>Tsotdi Lia was similar to that 
of Hu Kuang-jang they had rocommonded that
